so successful in Poland, Norway, 
the low countries. France and the 
Balkans. 
It is safe to assume th at Russian 
air power, moreover, has been a 
considerable drain on the German 
luftwaffe. 
In preparations for the campaign 
the Germans withdrew a large pert 
of their air forces in the west to the 
eastern frontier. 
But, in spite of that concentration 
he Russians cont time to strike reg­ 
ularly from tile air both at the of­ 
fending German columns and be­ 
hind the German lines as well.

Harrim an originally was sent to 
lon d on, the 
President 
explained, 
chiefly to handle shipping problems 
and assist in getting aid to nations 
resisting aggression. 
But the position enlarged itself, 
Mr. Roosevelt saki, to take in prob­ 
lem s of production and supplies of 
all kinds, and the point was reach­ 
ed where the chief ex<*cutive needed 
another gneral trouble shooter. 
Not only will Biggers take over 
H arrim an's duties, but he also will 
attem pt, Mr. Roosevelt said, to tie 
B ritish 
production problems iw>re 
closely to those of this country.
